ASSAILS FIRING OF 
DR. ALLEN ASTIN 
DEMANDS INQUIRY 


Federation Says Action 
Was Injustice, Fears 
Injection of Politics 
Into Governmental 
Science.

. WASHINGTON, April 4—The 
Pederation of American Scientists 
threw their books today at Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and his Secre- 
tary of Commerce, Sinclair Weeks, 
for firing Dr. Allen V. Astin as 


of Standards. 

The federation is a nationwfde 
organizatioh whose chairman is 
Jules Harpern, professor of 
physics at the University of Penn- 
sylvania. 

A statement issued by its execu- 
tive committee said scientists 
both in and out of government 
have been shocked by the abrupt 
and _ ill-considered dismissal of 
Astin. 

Cites Scientists’ Resentment. 

It spoke of resentment and ap- 
prehension aroused “not only = 
the injustice done a respected col- 
league but by the. shadow thrown 
on a working relationship between 
between science and .Govern- 
ment.” 

Astin’s mortal error appears to 
have been the Bureau of Stand- 
ards’ refusal to place its stamp of 
approval on a compound, invented 
by a California manufacturer, in- 
tended to prolong the life of elec- 
trie storage batteries.

“This, in effect, is the issue 
raised by Secretary Weeks. The 
National Bureau of Standards is 
only in small part a testing lab- 
oratory. It is world-renowned for 
its work in physical science and 
has made important military con- 
tributions. Traditionally, it has 
been kept out of party politics. 
The directorship of the bureau is 
a difficult, long-term public trust 
which, by its very nature, must 
remain wson-politica!. 

“Because of its history of im- 
partiality and fairness, the bureau 
has come to be regarded as, in 
part. a scientific court of appeal 
in its areas of competence—avail- 
able on request to all branches of 
Government. To dismiss its di- 
rector because of an adverse fac- 

tual finding in a technical con- 
troversy is to impugn the funda- 
mental basis of the scientific con- 
tribution to American life— 
knowledge and opinion based’ on 
facts determined by objective 
methods of inv estigation.

Every available helicopter 
which could be spared from war 
duty was readied for the big lift 
of sick and wounded P.O.W.s 
from Communist to Allied ground. 
A fleet of Army ambulances 
marked with large red crosses was 
on hand te speed the prisoners 
southward. 

A sign at the gate to the spark- 
ling new hospital town pro- 
claimed: “Freedom Village—the 
end of the rainbow.” 

Medical officers promised steak 
dinners as the first meal for those 
Allied P.O.W.s who were in con- 
dition to eat them, For the un- 
dernourished and severely ill, 
special diets were planned. 

The Allied prisoners in Com- 
munist hands are held in 14 regu- 
lar camps, a transient camp and 
a hospital, most of them in ex- 
treme northwestern Korea.

JEFFERSON CITY, April.4—A 
high priority is being given the 
case of H. L. Sparks in the State's 
current drive to collect delin- 
quent state income and sales 
taxes, Attorney General John M. 
Dalton said today. . 


The Attorney General said the 
state income tax, penalties and 
interest due in Sparks’s case vir- 
tually all reduced to court judg- 
ments in collection suits,, total 
approximately $17,500. No pay- 
ments have been made on thé 
suit judgments he said. He ddded 
that the period involved extended 
from 1940 through 1951, during 
which Sparks filed returns but 
paid no. tax. 

Sparks has a home on Wydown 
boulevard, Clayton, Dalton said, 
but operates a livestock buying 
business at National Stock Yards 
in Illinois. 

Collection Attempts. 

Attempts to collect under court 
judgments through property 
levies have not been successful, 
so far, the Attorney General said, 
because Missouri property in 
question was reported to be held 
in the names of other members 
of the family. 

“I have directed the St. Louis 
office of the legal department to 
take any action necessary to col- 
lect this account,” Dalton told 
the Post-Dispatch. 

He said steps were taken to 
press collection of the nearly 
30,000 delinquent sales tax and 
income tax accounts now pending 
in St. Louis and St. Louis county 
in various stages from claims to 
completed but uncollected court 
judgments. Some of the cases 
have been dormant for several 
years. 

Soon after his entry into office 
last Jan. 12 Dalton called for a 
state audit .of delinquent tax 
claims certified to the Attorney

Dalton is obtaining similar in- 
formation concerning the status 
of proceedings to collect unpaid 
state sales tax. He found in the 
St. Louis office the files on 172 
delinquent sales tax cases, involv- 
ing money due the state from 
business concerns or individuals 
in St. Louis and St. Louis county. 
These cases had been reduced to 
judgment but had not been col- 
lected. The total for the 172 cases 
was $235,144. 

The department {is looking into 
the possibility of revocation or re- 
fusal to renew the state licenses 
of taverns for failure or refusal 
to pay sales taxes or income taxes 
due the state, it was said.

“I don’t think the fight will 
come off on May 15.” 

Asked for his reasons for that 
belief, Bocchicchio said he just 
felt that way. 

‘Doesn’t Belong’ in Chicago. 

“This fight doesn’t belong in 
Chicago anyway,” he said. “I told 
that to Jim Norris (IBC president) 
when he put it in there. I’m sure 
we could draw a lot better in the 
east.” 

In Chicago, Norris issued an 
immediate denial. He declared in 
a statement: 

“Despite reports to the con- 
trary, the heavyweight title fight 
between Champion Rocky Mar- 
ciano and Jersey Joe Walcott 
absolutely will be held May 15 in 
Chicago stadium.” 

The Marciano-Walcott return 
title fight was originally sched- 
uled for April 10, was set back to 
the May 15 date when it was an- 
nounced last week that Marciano 
had sustzined a nose injury in 
training. Walcott, then in Chicago 
for his final drills and appear- 
ances to boost. ticket sales, re- 
iturned to his home in nearby 
|Camden, NJ. 

“I won't go along with that 
story,” he said. “Every fighter 
gets a hloody nose when he’s hit 
a few times in that spot.” 

Walcott’s manager said his de- 
mand for a quarter-million dollar 
purse guarantee steemed from 
his desire to protect the rights 
of his fighter.

penses. 

“Even if we sell out on the 
new date,” said Harry Markson, 
I1.B.C. New York director, “we 
can hardly make up the loss. The 
fight was doing very good busi- 
mess and would have grossed be- 
tween $500,000 and $600,000 .on 
the original date (April_10).” 

And he added, “postponements 
for any reason have been harm- 
ful many more times than they 
have helped.” 

That statement was in appar- 
ent answer to reports the post- 
ponement resulted from a lack of 
ticket business in connection with 
the Marciano-Walcott fight, par-

The Story of Ignatz Mezei 
Ignats Mesei was born at Gibraltar of Hut- 
garian-‘Rumanian parents. He tame to the 
United States just 30 years ago and settled: in 
Buffalo, N.¥, There he lived and worked as a 
resident alien. If he was a man of ne particular 
importanée, neither did he cause anyone trouble. 


His life with his wife has been recorded as “url. | 


exceptional.” 

"In 1048 Ignatz Mezei sailed to Europe for the 
purpose. of visiting his aged mother, who «was 
seriously ill in Rumania, His alien status de- 
layed his return and it was not until February, 
1950, that he arrived in New York with a quota 
immigration visa igsued by the American consul 
in Budapest. When he sought to go to his wife 
and home, he was detained at Ellis Island. 

There Ignatz Mezei stayed for the next two 
years. He stayed at Ellis Island without charge 
of or conviction for any crime. He stayed with- 
out a hearing. He was not told why he was de- 
tained other than that the Attorney General of 
the Unfted States had ordered him excluded as 
a “security risk” on the “basis of inf tion of 
a confidential nature, the disclosure of which 
would be prejudicial to the public interest.” 

Denied entry {nto'the country which had been 
his home for a quarter century, Mezei sought to 
go elsewhere. But the official word that the 
United States did not want him barred all gates. 
Twice he went to France and twice France re- 
fused him admission. Great Britain said No. He 
tried one Latin American country after another 
until turned away by a dozen. The State Depart- 
ment tried to arrange entry into Hungary and 
was unsuccessful. 

. * * 

After Mezei had been at Ellis Island for nearly 
two years the Federal District in New 
York City ordered his conditional parole on 
$5000 bond. Judge Irving R. Kaufman said that 
further detention was “excessive” and would be 
“justifiable only by affirthative proof of respond- 
ent’s danger to the public safety.” The purpose of 
this ruling was not to question the validity of the 
exclusion but to facilitate arrangements for his 
departure abroad. Conditional residence in — 
falo was authorized. 

The Immigraticn Service appealed the vitae 
to the Federal Court of Appeals, When the ap- 
pellate court affirmed district court, the 
Governntent took the case to the Supreme Court 
which has. now reversed the lower courts. Our 
highest court has done so by the hairline divi- 
sion of 5 to 4. 

The lineup of the Justices tells a great deal 
about the decigion. Justice Clark, the newest 
member, gave the majority opinion. He was 
joined by the three other Truman appointees, 
Chief Justice Vinson, and Justices Burton and 
Minton, and by Justice Reed. From the minority 
came two of the strongest protests in years. Jus- 
tice Black, speaking also for Justice Douglas, 
said: 3 

No society is free where government 
makes one person’sdiberty depend upon the 
arbitrary will of another. Our ora of Rights 
was written to prevent op practices. 

Under it this Nation has seed individual. 

freedom 

Liberty is too highly prized in this coun- 
try to allow executive officials to imprison 
and hold people on the basis of information 

kept secret from . Mezei should not be 
deprived of his liberty indefinitely except as 
the result of a fair open court hearing in 
which evidence is appraised by the court, 
not by the eer. 
* * 

Justice Jackson, A a dissent joined by Justice 
Frankfurter, recalled that “executive imprison- 
ment has been considered oppressive and lawless 
since King John, at Runnymede, pledged that no 
free man should be imprisoned, dispossessed, 
outlawed or exiled save by the judgment of his 
peers or by the law of the land.” In the Jackson 
dissent appear these warning words: 


The Communist conspiratorial technique 
of infiltration poses a problem which sorely 
tempts the Government to resort to con- 
finement of suspects on secret evidence 
secretly judged. I have not been one to dis-. 
count the Communist evil. But my appre- 
hensions about the security of our form of 
government are about equally aroused by 
those who refuse to recognize the dangers 
of Communism and those who will not see 
danger in anything else. 

It is inconceivable to me that simple a 
tice and fair dealing would menace the se- 
curity of this country. No one can make me 
believe that we are that far gone. 


So stands the story of Ignatz Mezei today. 
Had he not gone to Europe to see his old moth- 
er he would not be in the toils of bureaucratic 
law. But he went and there he is—committed 
indefinitely to Ellis Island as a “security risk,” 
but without due process of law to establish that 
he is a “security risk.” How can anyone know 
these facts and not worry about what they may 
foretell for our country?

For the first time since early last October, 
United Nations and Communist negotiators will 
meet tomorrow at Panmunjom. The hopes of 
millions will hang on the conference. 

Hopes have been disappointed before, and 
that could happen again.

Treaties, Dulles 
said, are “more 
supreme” than 
ordinary laws.

ments can be nullified by the 
Supreme Court if they do not 
conform to the Constitution, but 
treaties, which have the effect of 
law, cannot. 

The highest hurdle Dulles must 
take Monday was his statement to 
the Bar association that treaties 
can take powers away from Con- 
gress and give them to the Presi- 
dent. 

Dulles is a shrewd corporation 
lawyer. Senator Dirksen (Rep.), 
Illinois, a member of the commit- 
tee and one of the sponsors of 
the Bricker amendment, is sure 
to question him. Dirksen is an 
extremely competent cross-exam- 
iner. 


Eisenhower’s Comment. 

President Eisenhower, at a news 
conference last month, told re- 
porters that supporters of the 
Bricker resolution seemed to be 
advancing the argument that we 
ought to amend the Constitution 
in order to keep it the same as it 
is. He thought that was an odd 
state of affairs. 

The subject came up again at 
a news conference last week. The 
President said then that, as ana- 
lyzed for him by Dulles, the 
Bricker resolution would greatly 
hamper him in the conduct of for- 
eign affairs. As he understood, he 
said, the amendment would re- 
strict the authority the President 
must have if he is to direct for- 
eign affairs effectively. 

The time has come to see just 
what the Bricker resolution would 
do. That is difficult because such 
diverse journals as the Washing- 
ton Post, and the Catholic weekly 
America, both of which have been 
campaigning against it, admit its 


determining its implications. So, 
indeed did Senator Bricker him- 
self when he introduced last 
year’s version. He said then that 
one of his purposes was to stimu- 
late discussion of “incredibly 
complex issues of international 
and constitutional law.” .- 

Jacob M. Lashly, former presi- 
dent of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation and a distinguished St. 
Louis lawyer, probably hit the 
bull’s eye when he told the Judi- 
ciary Committee less than three 
weeks ago that he based his op- 
position principally on the con- 
viction that adoption of the reso- 
lution would peopardize the effec- 
tiveness of the United Nations.

Most of the older Communists 
are steeped in jingle lore. The 
veterans, like party leader Chin 
Peng, first took to the forest in 
1941 when the Japanese came. 
Throughout the war they waged 
tough, courageous guerrilla action 
against the Japanese army. Large 
quantities of automatic weapons 
and other arms and ammunition 
were parachuted to the guerrillas, 
and these arms are being used 
against the British today. 

Day in South Selanger. 

With Lt. Col. James Brind, 
commander of the First Battalion, 
Somerset Light Infantry, I spent 
a day in South Selanger with 
troops engaged in “Operation 
Hammer,” a search for some 20 
Communists operating in the 
Mangrove swamps’ near the 
Straits. The Somersets had been 
toiling in the jungle marshes for 
two months without bagging a 
guerrilla, The Suffolk Regiment, 
working in the swamps farther 
inland, had had_ somewhat better 
luck a few months before, rout- 
ing a Red platoon of 35 men 
from their jungle camp. 

Digging up crops is one of the 
important missions. Gen. Stock- 
well figured that it takes 20 men 
four hours to pull up an acre of 
sweet potatoes. 

Helicopters have been used to 
spot Red potato patches deep in 
the jungle. Like greedy hens 
from next door, the troops alight 
and uproot everything edible. 

It may sound trivial, but con- 
trol of food is as vital as control 
of weapons. Hunger has driven 
many guerrillas to surrender. 

Sarawaks as Trackers. 

Having discovered early in the 
operation that his Somersets were 
not too adept at jungle tracking, 
Col. Brind obtained a few Sara- 
waks from Borneo. The Sarawak 
tracker is said to be better than 
a bloodhound. “They can spot a 
broken twig,” Col. Brind. said, 
“and tell immediately whether it 
was broken by a pig, a tiger or a 
man.” ' 

Col. Brind’s Somersets have had 
no thrilling experiences with ti- 
gers, elephants or crocodiles, but 
said they have been bothered by 
mosquitos, leeches and vicious 
red ants). Common ailments were 
tinea (ringworm) and various skin 
infections. . 

Luckily they were near the sea 
and were able to conquer skin in- 
fections by frequent bathing in 
salt water.

Stifel opposes a proposal made 
by a Congressman that the Fed- 
eral Government turn back the 
riverfront memorial area to the 
city for development.

SEPARATE ballot for a pro- 

posal authorizing a 14-cent in- 

crease in the St. Louis public 
school tax rate will be given vot- 
ers at next Tuesday’s municipal 
election. 


The proposal, which requires a 
simple majority vote for approval, 
would authorize the Board 
Education to levy a tax of $1.15 
for each $100 of assessed property 
oy egg The present rate is 


Wording of the ballot, which 
may prove confusing to some 
voters, calls for a tax levy of 26 
cents, in addition to the bdsic 
89-cent rate permitted under the 
Missouri Constitution to be levied 
without an election. The two fig- 
ures, taken together, give the 
$1.15 rate. 

Actual amount of the increase, 
however, is only 14 cents, since 
the $1.01 rate, authorized by vot- 
ers in 1951 for a two-year period, 
will be in effect until July of this 
year. If the $1.15 rate is not ap- 
proved, the levy reverts to §9 
cents, which, as in 1951, is con- 
sidered insufficient by schéol au- 


in | thorities. 


Increasing Costs. 

An ever-mounting spiral of 
costs—for wages, operating ex- 
penses and the thousand and one 
items required in a iarge city 
school system — necessitated the 
request for an increased tax rate, 
school officials have said. 


The higher rate is based on a 
proposed record school budget for 
the next two fiscal years, 1953-54 
and 1954-55. 

In that period, $50,472,013 has 
been budgeted for general operat- 
ing expenses. Together with other 
sources of school revenue, it is 
estimated that the $1.15 rate will 
produce income totaling $50,646.- 
000 for the next two years. 

A slight ,safety margin thus 
would be achieved, as required 
by state law, under which the 
school system must have money 
on hand to pay salaries before 
tax’ revenues come in. 

ficit If Rise Fails. 

Reversion to the 89-cent rate 
would result in a two-year deficit 
of $8,320,000, Mervyn E,. Wiet- 
haupt, secretary-treasurer of the 
school board, has estimated. Rev- 
enue under the lower rate would 
be $42,326,000 for the two years, 
he said. 

Principal factor in producing 
higher’ educational expenses, 
school officials agree, has been 
wage increases granted teachers 
and non-teaching employes. 

Salary increases costing $1,800,- 
000 annually were given the school 
system’s 3000 teachers last May, 
and wage bdosts won by 1200 non- 
teaching employes in June will 
cost the school board $750,000 
a year. 

Inflation, too, has squeezed tlie 
school budget. Textbooks are up 
40 per cent in price over esti- 
mates made in 1952. A large num- 
ber of students require bus and 
streetcar transportation, and these 
fares have increased steadily, 

Reversion to tne 89-cent tax 
rate, Wiethaupt said, probably 
will mean an across-the-board re- 
duction of 17 per cent in all 
school salaries.

Writer Experiences, How It Feels 
To Survive at That Great Height 


Without Ever 


Leaving Ground

Wi tecis ever leaving the ground, I have just experienced how 


traveled: something like 20 miles or more. There are men in the 
Aero-Medical Laboratory at Dayton’s Wright-Patterson Air Force 


Base who do this as daily routine. 


I was wearing a T-1 high-alti- 
tude suit, popularly known as a 
“space suit.” Thanks to lacings 
running all the way up and down 
the arms, legs and headpiece, the 
dark green nylon coverall had 
been fitted about as snug as skin 
and gave me a feeling of rather 
helpless confinement. 


I sat before an oxygen tank and 
a cabinet of knobs and dials. Capt. 
James V. Kennedy, who is a phy- 
sician and a pilot, turned the dials 
to simulate altitude. The ailti- 
meter needle climbed. Toward 
40,000 feet things began happen- 
ing. I knew there were air tubes 
running down the suit’s arms and 
legs which connected with the 
oxygen supply and I could tell 
that my weird $750 outfit was 
being blown up. Every wrinkle 
in it vanished. Except for hands 


and feet; which the suit doesn’t 
cover, I was subject to what is 
probably the most complete 
squeeze known to man. 


There was sufficient pressure 
on my body now to let me live 
even higher up than the near- 
vacuum of the simulated 106,000- 
foot altitude for which the suit 
has been tested, but I still wasn’t 
doing any pressurized breathing.

It certainly did, I had sufficient 
trouble adjusting to the reverse 
breathing and the slight groin 
pains that developed as the pres- 
sure mounted and I was “flying” 
higher, so that I completely for- 
got about the discomfort of the 
suit. 


I remembered it quickly when 
the test ended and I changed into 
my double-breasted flannels. I 
felt as if someone had lifted a 
building off my back and stripped 
me of twice the poundage my wife 
always wants me to take off. It 
was a wonderful feeling. 
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HY do people do such things? 

They do them to find out 

how men can be “beefed up” 
to exist at altitudes for which 
their bodies were not designed. 
Aircraft designers are impatient 
with human limitations (the 
Navy’s Skyrocket already has 
flown at 79,000 feet with the os 
wearing the T-1 altitude suit), an 
so the Air Force has set up a pro- 
gram to superchafge the strato- 
sphere pilot. 

“He’s got to carry his atmos- 
phere along,” explains Col. C. C. 
Cain, chief of operations for the 
Aero-Medical laboratory. 

That’s net all. The Air Force 


he (also. wants its upstairs workers 


to be able to escape from their 
craft in case of trouble. 


If, for example, I had been fly- 
ing 700 m.p.h. at 63,000 feet or 
over without my altitude suit and 
a Russian jet had shot just one 
hole into my pressurized cabin, 
I'd have been in an unenviable 
position. -“Explosive decompres- 
sion” would have occurred, mean- 
ing that the pressurized cabin air 
would have rushed out to find its 
a with the rarified outside 
air. 

What's wrong with that? Well, 
at 63,000 feet the fluids of the 
body will “boil.” That is, the 
blood would turn into vapor and 
the skin would balloon, expand- 
ing the body about twice the nor-

No one knows precisely 
what would cause death because 
it’s never happened to anybody, 
but death certainly would occur 
in a matter of minutes. 


Why hasn’t it ever happened? 
Because of my “space suit.” In- 
flated automatically at the in- 
stant of danger, it fed me oxygen 
in a way my body could tolerate 
and supplied enough pressure to 
keep my skin from ballooning. 

“If your skin didn’t stretch, 
you'd had a built-in altitude suit,” 
said Dr. Wayland Hull, who runs 
the suit project. 
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HILE the T-1 suit may be 
W entirety safe for wear on the 
moon, the men at the Aero- 
Medical laboratory are not par- 
ticularly interested in going there. 
They are interested in 
men safe for tomorrow’s aerial 
combat. While I was visiting, a 
crew of test pilots from a com- 
mercial manufacturer was being 
fitted with altitude suits which 
they will wear Bosc testing new 
experimental plane

Let’s go 
back up to 63,000 feet at 700 
m.p.h. with a Russian on my tail. 
Suppose I’ve got to bail out. What 
happens? 


My suit goés into action. My 
cockpit canopy blows off and I'm 
ejected bodily, seat and all, and 
sucked into a terrific spin. How 
much of a spin can the human 
body stand? 


Capt. Robert E. Edelberg, a 
lean young man with a doctorate 
in physiology, is finding out on. 
his spin table. It’s built to spin 
up to 200 revolutions per minute, 
the fastest table in 


here, Capt. Edelberg administers 
tests and also frequently plays 
the part of guinea pig. There are 
no professional guinea pigs in 
the laboratory, 


When the captain goes for a 
spin he is tied to a seat in the 
center of the table, lying on his 
side, secured with six straps of 
nylon webbing. Two needles are 
in his forearm and one in his foot. 
Nine electrodes and various other 
gadgets are attached to his body 
to gauge his reactions. When he 
first began the experiments, Capt. 
Edelberg would spin at a leisurely 
45 revolutions per minute. Now 
he’s up to 120 r.p.m. and one of 
his colleagues hit 125 r.p.m. be- 
fore getting hemorrhages in his 
eyes. 

“The spin table?” 
from another officer. “Why, that's 
the pleasantest ride we have!” 


I suppose it depends on your 
taste in rides. As Capt. Edelberg 
described it in his soft, matter- 
of-fact voice, the spin table has 
only the vaguest kinship with a 
carnival thrill. 


You relax against the straps, 
he says, because it’s more un- 
pleasant if you strain. You fix 
your eyes on a post with green 
and red lights as you spin be- 
cause your dizziness will be less 
that way later on. As you ap- 
proach full speed, pressure builds 
up in head and feet. There is a 
fullness in the head. After a 
while the feet start getting numb 
and perhaps they tingle a little.

to the scalp,” “the captain says.

The tingling in the feet turns 
to pain. There is often pain in 
the sinus, too and a tingling in 
the upper lip. The eyes water a 
good deal and if tears should 
come they would flow upward be- 
cause of ce force. 

As the captain spins he — 
signals via a buzzer clutched in 
his hand and also calls out an- 
swers to questions like, “How 
much is three times 27?” 

“We've stopped spinning only 
due to pain,” he says. 

When the table’s power is cut 
off you feel as if you're spinning

You're unsteady and for about 
an hour “you feel that all is not 
well with the world” but the feel- 
ing vanishes after a good meal. 
Sometimes the man who just fin- 
ished spinning even drives the 
rest of the crew to lunch. This, 
too, is significant because a pilot 
must be capable, after being 
ejected from his plane, to react 
properly if he lands, for example, 
in water or enemy territory. 


Spinning and tumbling are not 
the only forces that hit you in 
an ejection. Deceleration is an- 
other, meaning that you hit the 
wind as if it were a brick wall.

To test how much deceleration 
the body can stand under such 
conditions, Capt. Edelberg is get- 
ting ready to use another tool of 
the Aero-Medical laboratory: the 
centrifuge, nicknamed “The 
Wheel.” 


The centrifuge is a large arm 
with a simulated cockpit mounted 
at the end and the whole thing 
revolves so hard that the wind 
it kicks up makes you hold on 
to' your shirt. “The Wheel” is

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UPPOSE, now, that you have

How much decelera- 
tion can you stand then? 


Possibly the leading authority 
on this subject is another man at 
Wright-Patterson base, Lt. Col. 
John P. Stapp, who has both 
M.D. and Ph.D. degrees. Col. 
Stapp has the appearance and 
speech of a gentle country 
preacher, but when you talk to 
him it is best to fasten the safety 
belt on your armchair and fasten 
it securely. 


“When I went to medical 
school,” the colonel muses, “we 
studfed the physiology of the 
normal and the Physiology of di- 
sease. Here we're studying the 
physiology of stress.” 


Col. Stapp studied it on a 
rocket-powered sled and having 
the sled stopped at 45 times the

It was found, how- 
ever, that this harness was far 
more painful and less efficient 
than a suspender type which 
permits the shoulders to rotate. 


Similarly, when experimenta- 
tion was in process on the altitude 
suit (the studies began fully 10 
years ago and have cost about 
$1,500,000) the scientists came up 
with a b , full-pressure outfit. 
That model could withstand enor- 
mous altitudes beautifully. There 
was just one thing wrong with it: 
it was so big and clumsy that a 
pilot who was wearing one could 
not fit into the cockpit of his 
plane, much less work his throttle 
or strap on a parachute. 

What kind of men will be se- 
le¢ted for “beefing up” and man- 
ning tomorrow’s aerial machines? 
The Air Research and Develop- 
ment Command, of which the 
Aero-Medical laboratory is a part, 
is studying that question, too. 
Opinion seems to vary on how 


much emphasis should Se attached 


to a candidate’s keen, up-and-at- 
‘em ability to deal with emer- 
gencies and how much to his will- 
ingness to sit in relative boredom, 
perhaps for hours, doing little 
but monitoring his instruments. 
My impression is that they'll 
need fellows who can do both 
about equally well. My further 
impression is that when the time 
comes that men are drafted for

M producer, made a $1,000,000 

before he was 30. He lost 
it before he was 40. Now that he’s 
45, he can be forgiven for sound- 


ing like an elder statesman in the. 


field of sudden rises and falls. 


“First I was a boy wonder,” he 
says. “Then I was a boy failure. 
It all happened when I was young 
enough. Gave me time to get 
sober,. to get perspective. Now I 
want fewer hills and valleys.” 


Mike is perhaps the most color- 
ful showman extant and inheritor 
of the mantle of super pitchmen 
of the great era of carnival and 
ballyhoo. 


The news that Mike Todd has 
leveled off will come as a shock 
to Broadway, where he is a legend 
as a fabulous roller coaster; a 
producer of extravagant tall-girl 
musicals who was loaded on Mon- 
day and broke on Tuesday; a 
spectacular gambler who could 
drop $25,000 in one night's gin 
rummy; a shrewd but erratic 
showman and promoter who was 
never accused of spending $100,- 
000 where it was humanly pos- 
sible to spend $400,000; a big, big 
operator who lived up to his 100 
suits and a personal telephone 
bill of $2000 a month.

His first wife died in 1946. Their 
son, Michael Jr., is now in the 
Navy.

Few people have ever seen 
Mike really depressed. Although 
the show clicked in New York,

New York World’s Fair. From 11 
a.m. to 6 p.m. the shoW’s scenery, 
drapes, trunks and costumes re- 
mained on the sidewalk until 
Mike found the cash for the trans- 
fer men. In all that time he was 
never anything but confident. 

Maurice Evans, who did “Ham- 
let” for Todd, once was owed 
$4000 by the producer. Evans's 
attorneys and Equity persuaded 
him to walk off the rehearsal 
stage until Todd paid up. 

“We all went over to Mike's 
office,” Evans recalls. “Mike was 
completely charming about the 


whole thing, making very pleasant 
conversation on assorted subjects. 
After a few minutes a messehger 
showed up with an envelope and, 
in it, $4000 in cash.” 


Todd’s rough kind of directness 
is famous. Once he and Gypsy 
Rose Lee sat down with their 
lawyers to figure out just how 
much each owned of a particular 
show. The lawyers talked a legal 
mumbo-jumbo, After a half hour, 
Miss Lee asked them simply to 
draw a pie, indicating the size of 
her share. The lawyer still talked 
gobblydegook until Todd tood up 
and shouted, “Will one of you 
guys ‘make the dame a pie?” 
Gypsy got her pie. 


Todd’s courage, or lack of fear 
in the face of things he knows 
nothing about, has enabled him 
to cover a lot of ground, A native 
of Minneapolis, he peddled papers, 
jerked sodas, played the cornet 
and shilled for itinerant pitchmen 
as a boy. 

In Chicago, he became an ape 
prentice pharmacist, sold — 
promoted “lost-our-lease” 
“forced-to-vacate” sales for small 
storekeepers, operated a college 
of bricklayers and became presi- 
dent of a construction company, 
In Hollywood, he sold himself as 
a sound-proofing expert. All this 
brought him a fortune before,he 
was 20.

Meanwhile, Equity’s museum- 
relations committee, dealing with 
the very museum men publicly 
blasted by the New York chapter, 
will. continue to do the best it 
can to advance artists’ interests 
with museums. 


‘ Another convention sidelight is 
under discussion here. This 
the suggestion of Ernest Fiene, 
new national president of Equity, 
that the St. Louis chapter become 
the second in the country to have 
its own building. The New York 
chapter already has one. 


“With centrally located- old 
midtown mansions so inexpensive 
here,” Fiene said, “you could 
form a patrons’ group, seek tax 
exemption as a cultural force and 
in time buy a suitable building.

Now we have them and their father 
on our expense list. I certainly would feel badly for the 
children to be placed in a home, but I can’t afford to have 
them cared for. We wish now we hadn't bought our home 
and my husband could have been transferred to California 
with his same company.

Your husband has been a very patient man so far, but 
you would be wise to do whatever you can to save him from 
any further involvement. First of all, seek professional ad? 
yice in regard to the children. The Family Service. Society 
in St. Louis County, PArkview 3235, will counsel with you. 
Then make it quite clear to your son that unless he is willing 
fo pull his weight, you cannot continue to help him. Inci- 
dentally, if that transfer to California is still available, it 
fight be worth considering, even at financial sacrifice. Far 
better to make a new home for yourselves than to be bur- 
denetl more with a situation which can poison the happi- 
hess of your own home.

ST. LOUIS public school system's con- 
tinued progress in keeping with modern 
educational needs will — in the balance 

next Tuesday. Voters will ot that day on 
a proposal to set the annual school tax rate at 
$1.15 on each $100 of assessed valuation, an 
increase of 14 cents over the present rate of 
$1.01. If the proposal fails to carry, the tax 
rate will revert to the 89 cents on each $100 set 
by the State Constitution, and the school sys- 
tem will face a serious financial setback. 
The proposal would authorize the Board 
of Education to levy a tax of 26 cents on each 
$100 of assessed. valuation in addition to the 
constitutional 89 cents. Two years ago the 
voters authorized the 12-cent levy that brought 
the rate up to the present $1.01. That 12-cent 
levy expires on May 15. The proposal at issue 
next Tuesday covers a renewal of the 12-cent 
levy and another 14 cents urgently needed to 
meet budget requirements for the fiscal school 
years of 1953-54 and 1954-55. The $1.15 tax 
rate would be in effect for those two years. 
Estimated budget for the St. Louis school 
system is $25,057,429 for 1953-54 and $25,414,- 
‘ $84 for 1954-55. The proposed levy, together 
with state aid and other income, is expected 
to enable the board to balance that two-year 
budget. Reversion to the 89-cent rate, however, 
would result in a deficit of about $8,320,000. 
Such a financial blow to the school in- 
come would ‘mean curtailment, in some in- 
stances perhaps abandonment, of numerous 
special programs and improvement projects 


that are important bulwarks of the city’s edu- 
cational standards. Among activities likely to 
be affected are remedial reading centers, spe- 
cial help for handi children, home 
teaching for sick students, the school health 
service, replacement of obsolete equipment, 
ad rer s,,even kindergartens. 

cintenance and repair of school build- 
ings would suffer should the tax rate revert to 
89 cents. Salaries of school teachers, already 
low by comparison with those in many other 
large cities, probably would have to be re- 
duced, in the opinion’ of Superintendent of In- 
struction Philip J. Hickey. A cut, he believes, 
would severely handicap the city in obtaining 
and keeping qualified tegchers. 

The increase of 14 cents above the present 
$1.01 tax rate is being sought in order to meet 
the mounting costs of education. Those in- 
creased costs range from such items as pencils 
and paper, through textbooks and transporta- 
tion to salaries. Last May the system's 3000 
teachers received salary increases totaling 
$1,800,000 annually, and last June 1200 non 
teaching employes received increases totaling 
$750,000 a year. The new tax rate would pro- 
vide such things as an additional $25,000 for 
textbooks, $21,100 for transportation, and a 
$200 yearly boost in the maximum salaries for 
teachers to make them comparable to maxi- 
mums in most other large cities. Additional 
funds also are needed to operate new schools 
and the projected educational television pro- 
gram, and provide for increased enrollments.

The Turning Point 


YOUNG FELLOW from Oklahoma 
sat on the steps of the University 
of Arkansas law school and 
glumly stared into space. 

He’d just registered for the law course 
and paid $18 tuition. Now he was doing 
some mental arithmetic. 

... “Eighteen from thirty-seven leaves 
nineteen. I can either buy law books for 
the course—and starve—or buy a ticket 
back to Oklahoma.” 

He thought of how hard he’d worked 
for that money—washing dishes, driving 
an ice truck in the Ozarks, typing term 
papers for students. And now... 

At.that moment, two other students 
who had registered with him for the law 
course came along. 

“Well, are you all set?” said one. 
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“Sure,” said the young man, “all set 
to go home. I can’t afford to buy the 
books.” 

“Don't let that worry you,” the others 
told him. “We'll lend you ours.” 

That is how Francis Cherry, today 
Governor of Arkansas, got his chance

Said a Connecticut doctor: 

“I don’t think there’s anything unethical 
about stockpiling GG. A doctor has to take 
care of his patients.” 

Ironically, around the first of the year, a 
large drug manufacturing concern offered 
physicians small “sample” bottles of GG free. 

Last month, the same company sent out let- 
ters saying no more GG was available: 

Why is GG so scarce? 

» It’s made from blood plasma. That’s scarce 
—and needed by the armed forces. (Some GG 
is also used in treating measles and infectious 
hepatitis.) 

But there’s a brighter side of the picture: 

>» The Red Cross and the Polio Foundation are 
making every effort to hike GG production. 
» Drug manufacturers are joining the effort. 
» The Polio Foundation, $7,000,000 in the hole 
from last year’s record polio outbreak (57,628 
cases), will spend $11,000,000 this and next 
summer on GG. 

The Red Cross will collect blood, pay for GG 
processing and packaging. 

Drug firms like Armour Laboratories, Led- 
erle, Pittman-Moore, Cutter Laboratories, 
Squibb and Sharp & Dohme are tooling up for 
bigger production. 

The drug firms point out: 

Limited blood supplies mean limited GG 


production. 

There’s a shortage of plant facilities -and 
personnel to make GG. 

But so eager is the Polio Foundation for 
upped GG production that it has even bought 
processing equipment for one company. 

Under the national program, GG will be 
“pooled” for its many uses. But because it will 
be limited, one Foundation spokesman said: 

“The general public will have to forbear 
this summer. They must appreciate the limi- 
tations of the program. 

“They will have to be patient.” 


The Brightest Side 


O wHat it comes to is this: 
~ Epidemic polio areas will get some GG. 
You as parents will probably not be able 

to buy it from your doctor during the June to 
September polio season. 

But this is the brightest side of the polio 
picture: 
>» Medical science is rushing a polio vaccine 
into the “first human test stage.” 
» We may have a vaccine—offering complete, 
long-term protection from polio within two 
years. 
» It’s even possible that such a vaccine will be 
ready by 1954.

A group of researchers are already hard at 
work planning the first test on people of a 
polio vaccine. 

These scientists have gone as far as they can 
testing the vaccine in laboratory animals. 

It wouldn’t surprise some doctors if the 
human vaccine tests start as early as this 
spring. 

The vaccine being worked out would provide 
immunity from all three types of polio virus. 

It would build up polio “antibodies” in the 
person who received an injection. 

When “human tests” begin, they will prob- 
ably start slowly without much fanfare. 

» It might take only a few months of this test- 
ing for doctors to tell if the vaccine works. 

» Results of tests with a vaccine on monkeys 
show: 

» They can provide sound information on how 
the vaccine would act in people. 

And the monkey tests show the vaccine gives 
resistance to polio for more than a year. 

» These monkey tests were widely misinter- 
preted late last year. But their purpose was 
actually to show that monkeys were good test 
animals. 

» Said one doctor: “It’s taken 15 years—and 
$18,000,000 (of March of Dimes money), but 
at looks like we’re very close to getting a vac- 
cine for polio.”

gE sure Easter ham will not be 

wasted!

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
OU NEEDN’T worRRY about Ike the 
next time you hear he’s flying 
off somewhere in his private 
plane. 

It’s piloted by the careful, seasoned 
airman at left: 32-year-old Major Wil- 
liam G. Draper of the USAF. Ike picked 
him for the job himself. 

As Ike’s pilot during NATO days in 
Europe (and on the trip to Korea last 
winter) the smiling, light-haired, 
blue-eyed Draper has flown Ike a total 


of 180,000 miles over 14 countries and . 


both oceans without a mishap. 
@ Now, as Air Force Aide and pilot to 
the President (with an office in the 
White House), he has charge of Ike’s 
big silver Lockheed Constellation. 
@ Only two men before him have had 
the honor of piloting a President—Lt. 
Col. “Hank” Myers, who flew President 
Roosevelt’s “Sacred Cow,” and Col. 
“Frenchy” Williams, who flew Presi- 
dent Truman’s “Independence.” 

Here are only a few of his duties 
(outside of piloting the plane): 
@ Keeping himself and his seven-man 
crew on 24-hour alert in case Ike (or 
one of his Cabinet) needs to make a 
quick trip. 
@ Keeping, with the help of Air Police 
and the Secret Service, constant watch 
over the plane on the ground. 
@ Keeping the plane in tiptop condi- 
tion and test flying it almost daily. 
@ Keeping constant check on weather 
conditions for days in advance.

HIS two engineers, making

@ With two stewards, ordering and in- 
specting all food.served aboard. 
@ With his co-pilot and navigator 
(both majors) choosing all routes and 
selecting stopovers and fields. 
@ Through the Air Force, providing 
for fighter escorts in war zones. 

How did he get the job? He seems to 
have been destined for it. 

Born in Cuyahoga Falls (near Akron, 
Ohio) on June 28, 1920, he moved to 
Silver Springs, Md. (near Washing- 


ton) and fell in love with big planes on 
his first trip to the airport. 

He began to save money to take les- 
sons in Piper Cub trainers while he was 
still in Central High School. 

In 1939, after two years of studying 
business administration (it now comes 
in handy), he enrolled in the pre-war 
Civilian Pilot Training program of the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority. Two years 
hater, as a second lieutenant in the Air 
Transport Command, he was deliver- 
ing two- and four-engined bombers to 
help smash Hitler. 

When the war shifted to the Pacific, 
he flew the famous “Fireball Express” 
transports to India to supply the Allied 
push over the “Hump.” | 


‘High Brass’ Flier 


ack InN Washington again after 
the war, he was put to flying 
“high brass” across the Atlantic 
on special missions. It was Lt. Gen. 
Lauris Norstad who chose him to fly 
Ike when he became chief of NATO 
ground forces. Ike “willed” him to 
Gen. Ridgway. 
@ What does he think of the boss? 
“I'd do anything for him,” he says, 
“except risk his life!” 
@ “I was sitting in my room in Ger- 
many that night last winter,” he re- 
members. “It was 11:30 and I was try- 
ing to get some music on the radio 
when the Duty Officer came in and 
said I was wanted at headquarters. It 
was an order to fly back to the States. 
@ “It was only when I got back here 
that I knew what the job was—flying 
the General (he never calls him ‘Ike’) 
over to Korea. I jumped at the chance. 
“One night when we were fiyirig 
home, he came up forward, grinning, 
and asked, ‘How would you like your 
old job back?’I said ‘YES, SIR!’ Sure 
enough, a few days after he became 
President, Mr. Eisenhower handed me 


‘the job.” 


Ike even let Draper choose the plane. 
“He just told me he preferred a ‘Con- 
nie’, like the one we had in Europe! 
So I tried out four or five until I got the 
one that seemed to handle easiest. It’s 
412 years old.” _

and radiophone. An Army Warrant. 
Officer acts as his secretary. 
@ How is Ike as a passenger? “Fine,” 
says his pilot. “Cool as a cucumber. I 
haven’t had much chance to fly him 
as President, but back in NATO days— 
if he was alone or with friends—he’d 
act like any officer. He’d shuck down to 
his shirtsleeves and relax. 

“The only time I ever saw him even 
Slightly concerned,” he says, “was one 
day when we hit a ‘front’ (storm) fly- 
ing from Scotland to Paris. The plane 
bucked, but the only thing the Gen- 
eral did was wrinkle his brow, look out 
the window and shrug.” 

Does Ike like to fly? “He likes to sit 
in the co-pilot’s seat sometimes,” says 
Draper. “Once I asked him if he 
wanted to fiy the plane. He laughed 
and said,‘Nope! I leave these big ones 
to you younger men!’” 

@ What about Mamie? “Very friend- 
ly,” says Draper. “She says ‘Hello’ to all

As guests of the National Retail Dry 
Goods Association, they came over to 
visit U.S. department stores. 

They went home full of U.S. ideas 
about merchandising and display 
methods. 

@ “We saw it, but we still don’t believe 
it!” said one,as the visitors explored 
huge stores like Marshall Field & Co., 
in Chicago, Neiman-Marcus, in Dallas, 
Bullocks’-Westwood, in Beverly Hills 
and Macy’s, in New York. 

@ All leading merchants in their own 
countries, they noted big differences in 
the way business is conducted here and 
in their own lands. 

Some of the advantages are on their 
side, they feel. 

“You pick your salesgirls for good 
looks,” said Heine Rossebo, of Norway. 
“But we don’t. Our clerks have to feel 
like brothers and sisters to the cus- 
tomer. They have to understand what 
he wants to buy.” 

One of the Scandinavians said: 

“I went to one store with $100 to 
spend. But I could spend only $36—be- 
cause nobody would wait on me.” 

But on the whole, the visitors found 
U.S. department stores inspiring. 

“Your displays are like your steak 
dinners,” said Nils Pederson, of Oslo. 
“Delicious.” 


No Soft Job 


HEY marvelled at suburban shop- 
"T'pine centers (“We don’t have your 

big city parking problems”’) , enor- 
mous display windows (“Our windows 
are small because shopping used to be 
considered menial and people didn’t 
want to be seen in stores”), special 
Sales (“We have only two sales a year— 
inventory and clearance’’). But most 
of all, they marvelled at U.S. store- 
owners.

> “I like the way U.S. businessmen 
work—together and with the govern- 
ment,” said another.

All 51 visitors did some shopping of 
their own: they had trouble remem- 
bering their wives’ sizes. Their most 
popular purchase: items of nylon, 
Fiberglas and other “‘miracle” fabrics. 

The tour was thought up by NRDGA 
to contribute to international under- 
standing, friendship and exchange of 
goods 


Said one Norwegian merchant when 
asked what impressed him most: 

“Not Macy’s, nor your Empire State 
Building, nor California — but your 
freedom and your friendship.” 

The trip was a lesson in democracy 
in more ways than one. On their ar- 
rival, each national group kept apart, ~— 
even said that they wouldn’t share 
hotel reservations. By the end of the 
trip, they were mingling freely. 

In the future, American business- 
men plan to repay the visit.
